Conditions for pateotability; novelty and loss of ri^ht to patent 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invcDtion was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a 
printttJ publication in this country, more than one year prior to the dale of the appbcation for patent in the 
United States, or 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or foreign country or in 
pubUc use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States, or 

(c) be has abandoned the inventor, or 

(d) the invention was first patented or caused to be patented, or was the subject of an inventor's 
certificate^ by the applicant or his legal representatives or 

assigns in a foreign country prior to the date of the application for patent in this country on an application for 
patent or inventor's certificate filed more than twelve months before the filing of the application in the United 
States, or

(c) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in 
the United Sutes before the invenUon thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by

Conditions for patentability; non-obvious subject matter 

A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior ait 
are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skiU in the art to ^ch said subject matter pertains. PatentabiUty shall not be negatived 
by the maimer in which the invention was made. 

Subject matter developed by another person. >*^ch qualifies as prior art only under subsection (0 or 
(g) of section 102 of this tiUe, shall not preclude patentability under this section where the subject matter and 
the claimed invention were, at the time the invention was made, owned by the same person or subject to an 
obligation of assignment to the same person.
